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Newspaper Highlights from the Past 

YoakumfTX] Weekly Herald— 8Dec 1910: Fifty 
one years ago on December 3,1859 - Drs. Si [Josiah 
Shafer] and John [Abraham] Youngkin landed in 
Lavaca County with their parents - the later Mr. and 
Mrs. H. C. Youngkin from Ohio. Their father was a 
school teacher and engaged in that profession after 
locating here. The family first settled at Hope, a 
small village 4-5 miles south of where the village of 
Hope is now located. They later moved to 
Hallettsville, where they got their professional edu¬ 
cation. After becoming practitioners - Dr. Si located 
at Hope and Dr. John at Antioch. After the railroad 
was built - they both moved to Sweet Home and a few 
years thereafter to Yoakum.

After reading this brief article from the Yoakum Weekly 
Herald, I wrote to Pauline Youngkin (107 Marlena Dr, San 
Antonio, TX 78213-2856), daughter of Si (Josiah) and 
Minnie (Sample) Youngkin and granddaughter of Dr. John 
Abraham Youngkin above, and asked her to tell me a little bit 
about her parents which she kindly did. The following is from 
her letter: 

"Minnie Mae Sample of Burlington, Texas — was 30 
when she first met and married Josiah Shafer Youngkin—he 
was 41 and he was known by family and friends as — Si. 
They were introduced by mutual friends of theirs — through 
the mail. They corresponded for about six months along with 
exchanging pictures of each other and knowing about their 
families — later he proposed marriage. She was living at 
home with her elderly parents and caring for them — they 
encouraged her to accept the proposal — as he seemed like a 
nice gentleman — from a nice family. Minnie Mae traveled 
by train to Yoakum, Texas — whereas they met for the first 
time and the marriage lasted for 42 years upon his passing. 

"Minnie Mae and Si were deaf by not from birth. She at 
an early age of five had the mumps and a high fever damaged 
her ears. So up until she was five she was able to hear and 
speak. Si at an early age, about 8 months or so, through 
teething had a high fever, which damaged his ears as well. His 
father being a doctor took him to Chicago — to then — the 
best doctors but the damage was permanent. They received 
their education in Austin, Texas at the "Texas School for the 
Education of the Deaf." The school still exists and has been 
for sometime co-educational but during their education it was 
not. In those days, they remained until summer vacations. 
Four children were bom to this union: Pershing, John and 
Pauline (a girl twin of Pauline passed away at birth). 

Minnie Mae was a homemaker, a loving mother and 
wife, a wonderful cook and seamstress. She sewed all the 
clothing for the family , along with her quilting by hand. Si 
was a very good provider for his family as having been in the 
vulcanize business which is repairing tires and tubes on cars 
and trucks, until tubeless tires came into being. Then he had 


his own bicycle shop as well as finishing and repairing 
furniture — his shop was at our home. He had artistic talents 
— painting and drawing. When growing up he made all his 
sisters their doll furniture in wood—by hand. Si had a keen 
mind and a great sense of humor. In spite of their handicap 
they gave their children a good upbringing in values and a 
Christian life. The children were very knowledgeable in the 
sign language for the deaf—which they learned from them. 

Minnie Mae and Si had many deaf friends that would 
come and visit for weeks at a time. They were the only deaf 
mutes in Yoakum. During these visits there was much joy 
and fun amongst them. The friends were warm, loving and 
caring which brought to their children a kind and gentle 
surrounding. 

Minnie Mae passed away at the age of 87 in 1975 and Si 
passed away at the age of 83 in 1960. They had a loving and 
caring relationship. Thank you for letting me share my 
parents with you — they enriched our lives.

Dear Donna, 

.. .1 read the article on the HUSBAND-YOUNKIN group in 
the last newsletter [ YFNB Vol. 6 # 1 ] which made me remem¬ 
ber a bit of information that was in a book called "Reflections, 
Ursina 1787-1994". In that book was a copy of a page from 
the Laurel Messenger 1 with a name on it, Toscape Death, 
which being unusual, stuck in my head. At the end of the 
Husband-Younkin Group article you provided additional 
information which included the name Isaac Tuscape Hus¬ 
band and that middle name reminded me of the Toscape 
Death alias used by one Harmon Husband. The Husband- 
Younkin article gives Isaac's father's name as "Herman", but 
that unusual middle name makes me think that Herman and 
Harmon are one in the same. The article also refers to "old 
Herman" and "Herman of Revolutionary Times" and the date 
of Isaac's birth and the First Assessment for 1773 that put 
Harmon in Somerset County shortly after seem to make 
sense. I don't remember ever hearing about a Harmon 
Husband in any history books of the American Revolution, 
but both articles seem to suggest that there is something more 
to this story of Herman Husband "of Revolutionary Times 
who fled from North Carolina with a price on his head" (I'm 
assuming the British were after him). Does anyone know the 
rest of this story? One other comment, Toscape Death must 
have had some wealth as he was the second largest landowner 
in the county at that time, despite being a fugitive.... 

From the Laurel Messenger\ August 1984, page 127: 

First Assessment List for 1773 — 

DEATH, Toscape - 600 acres, 5 cleared 

At the end of this list of county taxpayers is the 
following notation: 

"The unusual name of Toscape Death was an alias used by 
Harmon Husband "The Old Quaker" who had fled from 
North Carolina with a price on his head."

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Our New Friend in Germany...Klaus Medeke 


I have a new friend on the Internet, his name is Klaus 
Medeke and he resides in Frankfort Am Main, Germany. 
Over the past few months we have shared lots of information 
about our families, the histories of our countries and many 
other items of shared interest. We are both very interested in 
our family genealogy. Klaus has worked on his family's 
German heritage for many years. And his experience with 
German research has been very helpful to me. 

He has helped our organization in many other ways as well. 
I told Klaus that I was interested in correpsonding with 
families in Germany that had the surname Junghen, Junghan, 
etc. And because of our interest, Klaus went out and pur¬ 
chased a set of the German CD Phone Book. He has sent me 
all of the names and addresses of any German family with the 
surname: Junghen, Junghan, Junghans, and Junghanns. 

In addition to that he has helped us to write a letter of 
inquiry, in German, to all of these familes. These letters will 
be sent out in the next few weeks. 

Also playing a major role in all of this is Roger Yonkin, our 
cousin working on the Junghen family cookbook. Roger has 
helped immensely to pull all of these efforts together. 

Our friend Klaus has also helped us to translate some of the 
older German documents we have gathered over the years. 
One of the most important is the "advertisement" that ap¬ 
peared in the 1 October 1751 issue of Sower's Germantown 
Newspaper. It was an advertisement placed by Johann 
Henrich Junghenn, indicating that he was returning to Ger¬ 
many and would take letters (commissions) back to Ger¬ 
many. This newspaper was published in Germantown, 
Pennsylvania between the years 1743 and 1762 and was 
called: Pennsylvanische Geschicht-Schreiber, later called 
Pennsylvanische Berichte. [All published in German] Until 
recently, I have only had a brief transcript of the advertise¬ 
ment Henrich placed in this newspaper. This brief transcript 
was published in the book "Genealogical Data Relating to the 
German Settlers of Pennsylvania and Adjacent Territory - 
From Advertisements in German Newspapers Published in 
Philadelphia and Germantown, 1743-1800", by Edward W. 
Hocker, Gen. Pub. Co., Baltimore, MD, (1980). This brief 
transcript said: 

October 1,1751 

Johann Henrich Junghenn, unmarried, of Tinicum 
(Bucks County), expects to go to Germany. Com¬ 
missions for him may be forwarded to Johannes 
Zacharias, tanner, Germantown. 

My pleas for assistance in obtaining the EXACT wording 
of this advertisement from the microfilm of this newspaper to 


two libraries in Pennsylvania were met with this response: 
"we can not do research for you because of budget con¬ 
straints". I finally hired a researcher to go to the Philadelphia 
Historical Society library and she was able to get this for us. 
I believe she had a bit of trouble reading the microfilm but the 
essence of the text is here: 

In German the advertisement stated: 

"1 Oct 1751 — Johann Henrich Junghenn, ein 
lediger Mensch in Dinneckum 1 , macht bekant dass 
er willens ist nach Deutchland zu reisen, uber 
Siegen ins Hessenland biss Nieder Aas. 

Wer etwas durch ihn bestellen will kan es abgehen 
zu Germantown bey Johann Zacharias dem 
Gerber." 

['I believe this should have read Tinicum, which is the town 
in Bucks County where Henrich was living -DYL ] 

Klaus has kindly translated the advertisement: 

1 Oct 1751 — Johann Henrich Junghenn, an 
unmarried man from Dinneckum, announces his 
departure to Germany, travelling via Siegen to 
Hesse and Nieder Aas. 

If anybody has something to be delivered please 
give it to Johann Zacharias, the tanner, in 
Germantown. 

Klaus also noted that in checking the map of Hesse there 
is no city named Nieder Aas and says that this is possibly 
Niederahr which is a town south of Siegen. 

Needless to say, at least we now have an area in Germany 
to concentrate our efforts on! Thanks so much Klaus for your 
help!

Hesse Germany {hes'-eh} 

Hesse (German, Hessen), is a state in west central Germany, 
bordeing the Rhineland on the west and Thuringia on the east. It was 
created in 1945 by merging the former German state of Hesse, or 
Hesse-Darmstadt, with the former Prussian province of Hesse- 
Nassau, originally Hesse-Kassel. 

Hesse has an area of 21,114 sq km (8,152 sq mi) and a population 
of5,524,000 (1988 est.) WIESBADEN (1986 est. pop., 266,700) 
is the capital. The chief agricultural crops are wheat and barley. 
Mixed farming is common, with farmers raising significant num¬ 
bers of cattle, hogs, and poultry. The leading industries, by employ¬ 
ment, are chemical production, electrical engineering, machine 
construction, and the motor vehicle industry. The major cities 
besides Wiesbaden are KASSEL, DARMSTADT, and FRANK¬ 
FURT AM MAIN, the largest city of the region. Wiesbaden carries 
on an important wine trade and produces surgical instruments, 
chemicals, textiles, and chocolates. Kassel manufactures iron 
goods, locomotives, machinery, aircraft, and scientific instruments. 
Frankfurt is an important commercial center, as well as a producer 
of aircraft, motor vehicles, and chemicals. 

Hesse was the homeland of many mercenaries who fought for 
Britain in the American Revolution; as a result the name HES¬ 
SIANS was incorrectly applied to all of theGerman mercenaries. 
Hesse became an independent landgraviate (county) at the end of the 
13th century. Philip the Magnanimous (PHILIP OF HESSE), who 
ruled from 1509 to 1567, was the most famous landgrave. 

Hesse-Kassel, the original territory of one of Philip's sons, 
became an electorate in 1803. Part of the short-lived Napoleonic 
kingdom of Westphalia and later a member of the German Confed¬ 
eration, it was combined with other areas to form the Prussian 
province of Hess-Nassau in 1868. Hesse-Darmstadt, alandgraviate 
also created after the death of Philip the Magnanimous, was made 
a grand duchy by Napoleon I and became part of the Confederation 
of the Rhine. Hesse-Darmstadt ceded territory to Prussia after the 
Seven Weeks' War (1866), but its dynasty continued until Ernest 
Louis abdicated in 1918.

Kassel Germany 

Kassel - {kah'-sul} (1991 est. pop., 194,268) is an 
industrial city in Hessen state, Germany. It is located on the 
Fulda Rivber about 150 km (93 mi) northeast of Frankfurt am 
Main. The city's manufactures include locomotives, automo¬ 
biles, electrical machinery, synthetic textiles, and optical and 
precision instruments. Lignite is mined in the surrounding 
countryside. The city is also a transportation center and a river 
port. 

Originally a Roman settlement, Kassel was chartered in 
1180. The city flourished after the landgraves of Hesse estab¬ 
lished their residence there in 1277; in 1567 it became the capital 
of Hesse-Kassel. The city was heavily damaged during World 
War II, but most historic buildings were rebuilt. Notable among 
them are the Rathaus and the State Theater and the 17th- and 
18th-century castles of Karlsaue, Wilhelmshohe, and 
Wilhelmstal. The Federal Art Collection houses one of 
Germany's finest collections of paintings.

I was thrilled when it arrived and 
immediately had it framed and hung it on a wall. It wasn't 
until a few years later that someone asked me where I had 
learned about the crest. It was then that I realized I 
couldn't read the name of the book the clerk at the store 
had written on my receipt! 

And now our friend Klaus Medeke has also done us 
another favor. He checked at his local library for the book 
from which our family crest came from and here it is:

“Younkin: — Wm. Younkin, one of the four earliest settlers in Clay county, passed away at his home three miles 
northeast of Wakefield, on Friday, November 23. He came to Kansas with his brothers, Jeremiah and Silas, and John P. 
King in 1856 and settled near the mouth of Timber creek on the farm where he died. 

"Mr. Younkin was born in Somerset county. Pa., September 16,1832, and came to Kansas in the early fifties, and 
experienced all the hardships of pioneer life. He was married to Ruth M. Howard on 1862 and five children were bom, 
four of whom are living: Aaron Younkin, Elias Younkin, Mrs. Effie Hall and Mrs. H. Weise, all of whom reside near 
Wakefield. His son Albert preceded him in death about one year. 

"Ruth Younkin passed away in 1885 and in 1887 he married Mrs. Elida Sheppeard. To this union one son, Jesse, was 
bom, who now lives in Wakefield. Mrs. Elida Younkin died in 1902. 

"He has lived continuously on the former homestead since 1856, excepting sevem years in which he resided in 
Wakefield. He was one of the first white men to permanently locate within the limits of Clay county.

Aaron Younkin passes away — Aaron Younkin, 
who was bom and reared in this community, died at 
his farm home southeast of town on Sunday after¬ 
noon from heart trouble at the age of 57 years, 3 
months and 15 days, after a long illness.

Dr. Jesse "Noble" Younkin 

Noble Younkin has been a mystery to Younkin re¬ 
searchers for many years. Dr. Younkin's writings (rather 
eccentric) are found in many of the old issues of the YFNB. 
He was an active member of the Younkin Family Associa¬ 
tion in the 1930s and '40s. But in none of the articles was 
there any mention of his ancestors and we were unable to 
figure out just where he fit in the Younkin family tree. 
Now, through much investigation, we know he is the son 
of Christopher Younkin (see lineage at bottom of story.) 

His obituary appeared in the Anderson Daily Bulletin, 
Anderson, Indiana, published 27 Oct 1958, page 6. 

"Dr. J. Noble Younkin, 83, died Sunday at 8:30 a.m. 
at his home 4 East Main St., Chesterfield, after an extended 
illness. He had been a resident of Chesterfield for the past 
eight years. 


"For over 50 years he had practiced medicine in Decatur, 
Ind. He received his medical degree from the American College 
of Medicine in St. Louis, Mo. During the First World War he 
served as a Major in the Medical Corps. He was a member of the 
American Legion Post at Decatur, a member of various medical 
associations, and was a 32nd Degree Mason. Also Dr. Younkin 
was an Egyptologist and collector of Egyptian artifacts. 

"The body was taken to the Sell and Rowe Funeral Home, 
where friends are being received. Tuesday morning at 8 a.m. the 
body will be taken to Terre Haute, where graveside services will 
be conducted at 1 p.m. in the Rose Lawn Memorial Park 
Cemetery by the American Legion. 

"He is survived by the widow, Audra, and one sister, Mrs.
